Speed Limit on George Washington Memorial Parkway During 
Icy Conditions

1. On 29 January 1963, at the request of Mr. Kirkpatrick, I telephoned Mr. Sutton Jett, 
the Deputy Director of the National Park Service, and suggested that in the interest of safety 
the speed limit on the George Washington Memorial Parkway be reduced to 35 miles per hour 
when the roads are slick because of snow or ice . I also said that we would be glad to post 
signs outside our gates warning personnel of the reduced speed limit if they should accept 
our suggestion and desire us to do so. 

2. Mr . Jett said that he appreciated my call very much and that he thought the 
suggestion was a good one . He did not say specifically that they would adopt it although he 
implied as much. He also said that he would get in touch with me if they need any assistance 

in placing the signs. STATINTL

Dear Stewart: \ 

The recent condition of the roads around the Washington area 
has given me serioua'concera about the safety of our personnel on the 
George Washington Mehaorlal Parkway between the building and Key 
Bridge particularly, butVow also between the building and Cabin John 
Bridge. You will recall that last year a be* skidded off one of the 
bridges of the Parkway andShrea people were killed. 

It occurs to me that theSNatienal Park Service might wish to give 
consideration to the practice followed on many of the turnpikes and thru- 
ways of reducing the speed limit rn bad weather. We would have less 
possibility of accidents if when these- is snow and ice on the roads the 
speed limit on the Parkway was reduced to 35 miles per hour. We would 
be happy to arrange to place signs atNour exit gates on such occasions 
indicating that speed on the Parkway hM been reduced and urging ail 
employees to adhere to it. \ 

You might wish to ask the Park Police to give this some con- 
sideration. \
